Hundreds of house-keepers will attest to the 
unpleasant smell, and suspicious looking sed- 
ement accompanying a glass of ice water and 
scores of them we venture to say have won- 
dered how Calumet, Crystal Lake or Willow 
Springs ice could be so impure. We do not 
intend these remarks to apply to any particu- 
lar company or firm, for we believe they are 
all more or less guilty of the practice com- 
plained of. What is needed to prevent a ro- 
currence of the same evil is a city ordinance | 
with stringent penalties for each violation. 
Then and not till then can the protection 
sought be secured. With lakes and rivers 
perfectly pure so nea: at hand, there is no ex- 
cuse for dirty ice to be served out, and the 
parties interested should be held responsible | 
for the abuse of public confidence.
